ALLEGED THEFT OF FURNITURE. 

At the West London Police Court on Thursday, 
Arthur Sugden, a carman, and Fredrick Pegrum, 
a porter, both in the service of Messrs. John 
Barker, general mercha:its, of  High-street, 
Kensington, were charged with being con- 
eerned in stealing a quantity of furniture. 
—Mr. Barker, a member of the firm, said 
that in consequence of information he received 
from the police he spoke to the prisoners 
separately. Sugden admitted at once that 
irregularities had been going on. He said. Two 
bedsteads and three chairs were taken. I had one 
bedstead to prevent me from telling.“ Mr. Curtis 
Bennett: Did he say where it was ?—The 
Witness: Yes, he said it was at his house. It 
was a chair bedstead.—Pegrum said he had three 
Windsor chairs.—ln cross-examination by Mr. 
Farman, who defended, Mr. Barker said Sugden 
had been in his employ a year and eight months, 
and during that time his conduct had been good. 
Pegrum had been in his employ about two months. 
—Sergeant Rudge said that in consequence of the 
movements of the prisoners during the past 
fortnight he made a communication to Mr. 
Barker. On Wednesday he was called in, and Mr. 
Barker gave the prisoners incharge. He went to 
where Pegrum was living, in the North Block, 
Peabody’s Buildings, Chelsea, and found two bed- 
steads and other articles, which were identilied 
by Mr. Barker as the property of the firm.— 
Detective 'l'ravis deposed to the apprehension of 
Sugden. He said he went to Sugden's house and 
found a chair-bedstead and an armchair. At the 
time the prisoners were charged they asked to be

The Sanitary Commission of Vienna has 
recommended electricity instead of hanging as a 
proper mode of execution.

But 
in 1824 there was an outbreak among the 
members, and from that time tothe present an 
orianised effort has been going on with the object 
of securing for the members a re-introduction of 
their right of controlling the affairs ot the college. 
The number of members of the college was 
pominaily between 16,000 and 17,000, but really 
&bout 12,000, and contributing about £20,000 a 
year to the funds, while the fellows only numbered 
about 1,000, and paid to the funds no more than

THE LANGTON COLLIERY DISASTER. |had 


The adjourned inquiry into the causes of the 
disaster at Massfield Colliery, Langton, whereby 
sixty-four lives were lost in October last, was re- 

| sumed and concluded on 'Thursday.—Mr. Atkin- 

| son, the Government inspector of mines for the 
| district, who presented his report, stated that the 
disaster originated in the Cockhead seam, and 
traversed the entire length of that seam. Jn his 
opinion the putting in of stopping on the night of 
the explosion, which clo: the main air way 
to Cockhead scam, had rendered extremel 

dangerous places which otherwise would all 
have been safe. He regarded it as a serious 
error on the part of the manager to have 
put this stopping in without having pre- 
viously withdrawn the men. The ventilation ot 
the mine was capable of great improvement, 
whilst there was insutficient official supervision. 

He would not say it was culpable negligence on 

the part of the manager not to have withdrawn 

|the men, but he adhered to his original state 
ment that it was a grave error.—The coroner, ia 
| his summing-up, said it was clear that they were 
not in a position to discover the cause of the 
explosion or the spot at which it originated.

| Ata meeting of the London School Board on 
Thursday, the Rev. J. R. Diggle presiding, the 
debate was resumed on the tollowing motion of 
Mrs. Be-ant : ** That the board petition Parlia- 
ment to enact that all board schools be thrown 
open free from all charge."—The Rev. S. Headlam 
seconded the motion.—Mr. Lucraft moved as an 
amendment: That, in the opinion of this board, 
admission to all schools in receipt of grants 
from the State should be free; and that the 
| Statistical Committee be instructed to prepare 
and submit to the board a petition to Parliament 
con aining a prayer in favour of such proposi- 
| tion.” He contended that the education of the 
| people of this country would he better carried out 
if the schools were free.—Mrs. Ashton Dilke, in 
| seconding the amendment, contended that the 
subject was one of the greatest importance that 
| had xe been before the board. Free education 
| would undoubtedly improvethe school attendance, 
| and would sweep away at one stroke an enormous 
amount of work that was now being done by the 
teachers and visitors in regard to bringing out 
| return tables and collecting fees.—The Rev. J. J 
Coxhead declared that if a system of free educa- 
tion were put in force they would have to throw 
| over the efficient managers of voluntary schools.— 
|The Hon. L. Stanley thought that very few 
| practical people would doubt, in view of the recent 
| utterances of Lord Salisbury, that we should have 
free schools. He felt sure that a system of free 
| education was coming, but a national free system 
| must be accompanied by a national representative 
control.

LORD WOLSELEY ON ARMY UNIFORMS. 
Lord Wolseley contributes an article to H rper’? 
on “Army Reforms,” and regarding soldiers 
uniforms he writes :—We dress our sailors for 
the work they have to do, but we stili cling toa 
garments for the soldier. 
Thereare, however, some difficulties attached to 
| this question of dress in an Army raised as ours is, 
on a system of voluntary enlistment. We must 
make the soldiers’ clothing acceptable to tne men 
who have to wear it, and, strange to say, thoy like 
very tiyhtly-fitting coats and trousers to swagger 
about in with their sweethearts. They like those 
ridiculous forage caps stuck on the side of their 
heads, and which are ao protection from either 
aun or rain. The change hoped for generally is 
that we should have two costumes—ore for active 
service and field manceuvres, of the colour we use 
in India—it isa licht tawny, resembling that of 
the hare, and fitting very easily everywhere, 
especially about the throat, the other 
scarlet, and very smart, and ornamented 
with braids and buttons, as at present, 
to satisfy the voung soldier and his Mary Anne.
